" There is sone kind of reality behind the stories if U.F.O. " Britain's out 
spoken clergyman - Peer . , said this week in Toronto. Canada. 

He allowed that many UFO reports may origina.te with hysterica,!, semi-psj-Qh©- 
tic , and otherwise unreliab3^o observers, but added : " As a philosopher, 

I've always believed it fa-lla.cious to rule out 100 per cent of any subject 
because you can I’^Sove tha.t 90 or ev0.n99 por cent is erroneous," 

Lord Soper— or. Dr. The Rev. Donald Lord Soper. -- 

sa,id that, when he speaks in the open air a.t London's Hyde Park and Tower 
Hill, " More a,nd more of the questions ha,ve to do 'vith new concepts of time 
and space, ^Ire there extraterrestrial beings? Is it possible that they have 
contacted or will contact us? V?hat significance does this ha.ve for Christ¬ 
ian theology?". 

The Methodist peer said ho considers these questions enormously important • 

" I am impressed by certain pieces of evidence for the cxistanco of 
UFGs," he allowed. 

" For instance, my (Laughter , who is married to a Cambridge professor, and 
is not the kind of person given to seeing things, observed a UFO. 

" I am impressed by the facrt tha.t photographs taken of vanious UFOs, sighted 
in such '.'isparate places as Australia and Ca.lifornia have been identical." 

Lord , .,_:er said the possible reality of the OFOs " a., taken more seriously 
in Brita.in , perhaps than in North iimerica. because v/e mo more sophistica,ted." 

If there are beings from spa.cc, what are they like ? " 

" Uell , lots hope they're friendly," Lord Soper quipped, " I hfOrdly believe 
they could be retiirded cs we rxe . " 

He speculated that space beings could exist in forms totally ~2ien to our 
concepts of living org nisms. 

" It is possible that sentient beings could exist in this v.ast universe who 
have none of the physic-J senses that we have. Concievably , they could ex¬ 
ist as a mass of radio wa.ves, or something equa.lly as str'nge to us who are 
so used to thinking in anthropomorphic terms." 

If beings from space do exist, and ever visit e?J*th, what impact would this 
have on Christianity? What p.bout the concept of Ch‘”ist as the unique expres¬ 
sion of God. ?. 

" If there is intelligent life on a st ..r like Epsilon Erid-'ni, or on the 
planets circling it, these beings must have their owii incr',mation of God," 

Said Lord Soper. 

This fact v/ould not invalidate at all the picture we have of God in •' osus 
Christ. Christ is the humm photograph of God, but beings on other worlds 
must ha’.'o their o^vn n,ppropriate photographs of the Eternal Spirit. " 

One thing , for Lord Soper, is a’irtuall^ certain—" beings from other planets 
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"Lord Soper spe'Jcs out "(2) 

will sh-jce our fundrunent',1 morrl concepts. 

It is inconcievrible to ne thrit, for instn.nce, nny civilization could regard 
r,s a good thing, or make virtue of viclonce as an ultimate virtue." 

fold at a. recent synposiun on extra terrestrial life, Rev John Lynch, a Cath¬ 
olic theologicin and astronomer at Pordhao Univcrsityj said that beings from 
space may be morally superior to us because they have escaped a. " fall" such 
as man experienced in Adam . 

" Our extraterrestrial neighbours isdio, like ourselves, had f^illen we would 
expect to be much like ourselves," added Father Lynch . 

Dr. Geddes Mac Gregor , a, Presbyteri<an mininster cii tho staff of the flniver- 
sity of California’s graduate school cf religion , sa,id recently; " There 
is but one Christ, our Lord. But this does not exclude tlie possibility that 
there are millions of other divine incarnations throughout the innumerable 
galaxies." 

liSven Protestant fundamentalists are speculating about UFOs in terns of Bible 
prophecies. 

Lanber Dolphin Jnr. research physicist at California’s Stanford Reserjch 
Institute, said; ’’ The mounting evidence leads me to believe the UFOs are 
extraterrestrial in origin , piloted by intelligent beings . Their appe-'ir- 
ance in recent years is probabto'a.ssociated in some way with the imminent 
second coning of Jesus Christ .’’

But these incarnations could be different, concievabljr 
in form of a woman ,or even a series of incarnations. 

For me the,rejility of UFOs simply make mo realize that our relationship to 
God , and to the universe is much wider than we have thought."

But when 
tho quasimagnotic fields ere locking up static electric fields of high charge 
they aro very dangerous and can cause death when being touched. 

Such luminous quasimagflc^ic fields have oifcourse boon observed many times dur¬ 
ing the ages, and numerous written reports on them have been found.

In th ' h" 0 -B Experiments under Mag'net:: e rl. ; js Ebeperiments by means Tri- 

L;:arch C jil Magoto:a>.t ^r the Jot Propulsion Inbohatory end Ui.i^'.:rcity of 
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California in Los Angelos arc studying tlio nature of extremely low frequency 
variations in the terrestrial gconagnctic fioldjin the intqrpluntit.vvyficld, 
and in the vicinity of thcr^J^Ftotcehporco in order to determine the relation¬ 
ship bctY/ccn fluctuations in these regions of space and the simultaneous 
variations at the Earth’s surface. These studies a,rc important to an under 
standing of the propagation of hydromagnntic waves and the possible particles 
of acceleration mechanisms. 

In the OGO-B Experiments under tho lonosiilicric Sxperi .ments by means of Spher¬ 
ical Ion and Electron Trap tho Environmental Science Service Administration 
arc undorteking cxpcricmcnts to provide data on low particles densities in the 
transition region between tho ionosjihcr^ and interplanetary space. 

Information is also provided on ion mac es, fluxesj direction of particle beams^ 
and polarity and magnitude of the space craft potential • 

Under Project Mage*’- the Canadian Government Scientist ^ The late. Wilbert B.

junketing around our skies at the present moment .
